choice epitaph for the present Republican administration. Here is a 
specimen of Trust legislation which is quite everything that the wildest 
Bryanite in his wildest moment ever alleged against the party in power. 
Why is a ship-builder entitled to bounties over a house-builder or a 
farmer, a merchant, or a plain, every-day laborer? And why, especially, 
when our merchant marine already has more than it can do, when the 
excess of export trade must of itself act to produce more American ships 
—when there is more natural and legitimate demand for the labor of ship- 
building, in short, than there is for almost any of the other kinds of 
labor that have to worry along without bounties? That is the absurd side 
of it. The vicious side is that the bill, in addition to giving $9,000,000 
a year of the people’s money for twenty years to ship-builders, has plain, 
ugly, Government-nursed monopoly for its purpose. The right under this 
bill to contract for the twenty-year bounty will expire in ten years. During 
the ten years ship-builders will have the privilege of contracting to receive 
the bounty for twenty years from the date of contract. The man who 
would begin building ships ten years from now, therefore, would be at the 
mercy of a bounty-fed, monopolistic Trust, which would be sure of its 
privileges for twenty years. There is a specimen of Trust legislation, 
flagrant and vicious. We do not think that William McKinley, good 
servant of the people as he has been, is so firmly entrenched in their affec- 
tions that he can afford to sign it if it be passed. 


A VERED T 1s fashionable in press and pulpit just now to lament 
QUESTION. | ‘the prevalence of divorce. Social chaos is predicted 

from it—the decay of family life, of personal morality 
and of social stability. But do the facts really warrant this direful reading 
of them? We are inclined to think it would be as logical to predict the 
bodily dismembering of all individuals because now and then a leg or an 
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arm has to be cut off. Do these prophets of woe ever stop to compare the 
picture they draw with the reality? According to their argument, hardly 
any marriage would endure longer than the law compelled it to. The great 
mass of our husbands and wives, old and young, are living together not 
because they find their greatest happiness in so doing, but because the law 
opposes an obstacle to their separation. It is an amusing view, in its 
superficiality. But it is libelous, also. It is a libel on the American family. 
We have enough faith in American family life to believe it would go on 
about as it does if every marriage and divorce law were wiped off the books 
to-morrow. Think about it a moment. Are the married people you know 
living together because of the law, or because they want to? How many 
husbands and wives do you know who are restrained from separating only 


by law? Would not the most of your married acquaintances feel hurt by 
such a suggestion? So much for the persons —and we are pleased to 


believe that they constitute the great body of our society who do not 
want divorce; who would be unaffected even if divorce could be had for 
the asking. 


* * 


Yet, divorce is prevalent; increasingly prevalent, some contend. If 
this be true we accept it as a sign that superstition is giving way to 
common-sense in the matter of marriage. There has always been a 
certain percentage of imperfect —impossible— marriages. If Society has 
awakened to the necessity of weeding these out, it speaks well for its 
sense of self-preservation and for the esteem in which it has come to hold 
true marriage. Accurately speaking, marriage is not necessarily ‘holy.’ 
It is just what the married pair can make it. A few marriages are no 
holier than real estate deals; less sacred than the ordering of a dinner or 
a suit of clothes. It will be so as long as we are less than omniscient. 
Whom God hath joined together no man caxz put asunder. Whom man 
may put asunder God neyer joined. And the quicker they sunder them- 
selves the better. Of all social mechanisms there is none so productive 
of every high and good thing, spiritual and material, none so valuable to 
the State, as marriage when it ¢s marriage. When it is not marriage 
there is no mechanism provocative of one-tenth the miscellaneous deviltry, 
more destructive to the higher nature of the individual, or more dan- 
gerous to the peace and order of the State. An imperfect marriage is 
probably the only perfect inharmony mankind is permitted to achieve. 
And by imperfect marriage we do not mean, necessarily, one where there 
is gross violation of the decencies of life by either party: we mean one 
in which there is simply a lack of that mutual attraction which alone 
makes a marriage; or, what is commonly called incompatibility. Schools 
of philosophy differ as to how far the State may rightly restrain or 
regulate the individual. But, if the State has any right to interfere in 
such matters at all, surely its first duty is to provide an escape, and an 
easy one, from such marriages. It would do betier, of course, to prevent 
them if it could, to place such restrictions about marriage as would insure 
a sounder guarantee from marrying couples that they are fitted for each 
other. But when marrying is so easy and is done in the haphazard way 
we do it, the wonder is that there are so few failures. Experience has 
shown that these failures are consummated with the marriage; and that 
it is impossible to correct them by forbidding divorce. If the State is to 
meddle any further with the institution it should be in the direction of 
making marriage harder and divorce easier.
